I3oth notes invite SOUK; ac- 
tion on the part of the signatories of 
the treaty o( Horlln of 1S78 regarding 
Roumanian treatment of Jmvp.

British note Is shorter than that of 
the United States on the same sub- 
ject, but It pursues the same «nil. It 
is assumed here that Great Urltaln 
knew of the United States' stop be- 
forehand and acted In support there- 
of. 


Awaits Roumanla's Reply. 


The Imperial government will await 


the reply of Uoumanla before answer- 
ing the note of Mr. Hay. 


The United States' action Is regard- 


ed as belns quite within her rights, 
in sceUliiK the assistance of the sig- 
natories In preventing nn Influx of 
indigent immigrants, which is recog- 
nized 
ns 
a. 
substantial grievance. 


These two notes will result In nn In- 
terchange of views between the pow- 
ers as to what action Is feasible. In 
the meantime It Is expected that Itoti- 
mania will tal;o cognizance of tho 
United Stf.tes' protest and defend her 
case upon her o\vn Initiative bcforo 
the signatories. 


Strong Moral Effect.

What the United States 
aimed at. therefore, was nn expres- 
sion of its feelings of 
humanity, 


which, notwithstanding its novelty. Is 
an agreeable thing to sec." 


Appreciates Supporters.

When a man becomes larger than 


his constituency It Is time for him 
to retire.

case with Congressman Henderson 
of Iowa. 
After being renomlnated 


In a snap; convention early In May, 
and when within six weeks of elec- 
tion. the fact dawns upon 'him that 
he Is iK>t In accord with the repub- 
lican sentiment In his district, and 
he withdraws from the race. 


Sir. Henderson has been In cong- 


ress for twenty years but It has not 
added materially to his stature. Sen- 
iority of service, rather than pecul- 
iar 
ability, made him speaker of 


the house. 
Ho was a larger man on 


the llocr than he was In the chair, 
and 
attempting to follow In the 


foojsteps of his predecessor, Thos. 
B. Ilced. .has accomplished his polit- 
ical undoing. 
Mr. Reed won the 


title of a czar and possessed the ali..- 
Ity to wear It. 
Mr. Henderson ad- 


opted the title, but It never contribut- 
ed anything to him as a man, or pre- 
siding olllcer. 


He made himself so obnoxious that 


his successor was already selected. 
It Is more than probable that 
his 


home constituency had long been an- 
noyed by his erratic and dictatorial 
methods, and his retirement 
from 


public life will not be regarded as a 
calamity. 


Iowa Is a progressive state. 
It 


is republican by a safe majority. The 
state, like Kansas, has long been not- 
ed for reform . measures and state 
prohibition, and other 
Impractical 


measures, have 
been tested and ab- 


andoned. 
Corporations have 
come 


In for a full share of attention and 
railroads have been regarded as per- 
nicious. 
The republican party has 


absorbed various elements of.' discon- 
tent. but with the absorption. It has 
inherited the spirit of reform, and 
today the state leads the procession 
in demanding a revision of the tar- 
iff.

Mr. Henderson falls to appreciate 


conditions, and so II mis himself out 
of harmony with his party. 


The state of Iowa may be prema- 


ture In Its demands but the quest- 
Ion of reciprocity and tariff revision 
is 
a vital question that the republi- 


can party Is called upon to solve. 
Congressman Frost of 
Connecticut, 


a heavy manufacturer, recently creat- 
ed a sensation In the New 
England 


states, by advocating the same doc- 
trine advanced by Iowa republicans. 


Public sentiment

dorses the opinion, that trusts and 
combines are fostered and encourag- 
ed by high tariff. Wnlle there
